Wrru this number closes the thirty-sixth Volume of the Star. In May 1840, 
the first number of the Latter-day Saints’ MrLLAuNRTAL Strap was issued, edited 
and published by Elder Parley P. Pratt, at 47, Oxford-atreet, Manchester, 
England. April 17, 1841, one year afterwards, at the conclusion ef the first 
volume, the following historical and Pups language was penned by the 
Editer. Referring to future ages, when the great Latter-day Work, which 
was then in its incipiency, would be regarded with admiration and astenish- 
ment, be says,—‘‘ The nations of them which are saved will then look back 
through these pages and contemplate the acts, the scenes. and the events ef 
other and different times. And what will they behold? They will see in 1880 
“a cloud like a man’s hand,’ er in other werds, a Church of six members rising | 
frem ebscurity and coming forth from the wilderness. The curtain falls, and 
rises upon 1838, and what is then beheld? Ten thousand people disinherited, 
robbed, plundered, driven, and all fleeing before their enemies, while many 
are imprisoned and martyred! And who are these? They are the Church 
which eight years before consisted of six members. Again the curtain falls. 
and rises upon 1840, and what. is then seen? People of many nations and 
kindreds,—maltitudes in Europe and America and the islands of the sea. 
And who are these? They are the Church whe two years before were seat- 
tered, driven and (supposed to be) broken up. Thejscene again closes and 
opens upon the twentieth century. And what is then beheld? A great multi- 
tude which no man can number, peace smiles around them, and truth is shining 
in their midst. They are the Church which seventy years before consisted of 
ix members. Such then will be the e with which posterity will . 
these pages. 

Forty-five years, nett April, will have the Church of 

Ohrist of Latter-day Saints was organized, at Fayette, Seneca Oo., State of 
New York, in North America, with six members, viz.: Joseph Smith, jun., 
Oliver Cowdery, Hyrum Smith, David Whitmer, Samuel H. Smith and Peter 
‘Whitmer, jun. These being the first also that were baptized avoording to the 
oommand of God, and the authority ef the renewed Priesthoed in this dispen- 
‘gation, viz.: Joseph Smith, Oliver Cowdery and Samuel H. Smith, May 15, 
1829, and Hyrum Smith, David Whitmer and Peter Whitmer, jun., in June 

following. It is no doubt clearly remembered that Joseph first baptized Oliver

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and Peter, jun., were baptised by Oliver, aud Hyrum and David were bap- 
tized by Jeseph, in Seneca Lake, on the date above mentioned. They were 
all re- baptized subsequent to the organization of the Church. 

Nearly thirty-four years have alsé passed since the utterance of the fore- 
going prediction, during which time the little Sram has continned to send 
forth its cheering, warming, happifying rays to light the pathway and guide 
the feet of such as would hearken unto the truth, and were willing to follow 
its dictates, toward that glorious millennial era of peace, of which its name is 
emblematical. 

Mighty changes have transpired within this eventful period. Babylon has 
grown more wicked, crime has extended on every hand, wars and much blood- 
shed have marked the paths of nations, both in the Eastern and Western 
hemispheres, in fulfillment of prophetic warnings, while the little stone cut 
out of the mountain, without hands, amidst persecutions, revilings, and the 
most obstinate resistance, has continued to roll despite all the powers of dark- 
ness arrayed against it, until it is the admiration of many, and the astonish- 
ment of nearly the whole world. Who shall say that in the next twenty-five 
years the sanguine hopes and expectations of its most ardent and zealous 
advocates shall not be realized? Arise, O] Zion, and put on thy beautiful 
garments, for thou hast got thee up into the high mountain, and the set time 
to favor thee has come.
